General Mangin. over a front of fif- 
teen and a half miles, the Krem-h. in 
bitter fighting carried their line tor- 
ward an arerage of two an^u^ half 
miles. 

In addition more' than 8,000 pris- 
oners were taken. 

At la,st reimrts Gen. Mangln's men 
wer.' still hard after the enemy. 

.\loiiH thi' .Scarp.' rivi-r. fast of 
Arras, the British are keeping up 
harrassing taetlcs against th* enemy, 
wha have been compelled to fall 
back considerable dlatances north- 
uiird Tiie Lys salient again haa been 
narrowed down. 

Taken all in all the new viciorie.i 
aeemingly mean the enemy forces 
from the Bomm* to the Olaa river 
must retreat.
